Move 'bad 
public policy/ 
says NDP 

Rodney MacDonald wants 
to use legislation to over¬ 
rule council and approve 
the Waterside Centre, but 
the opposition isn't play¬ 
ing ball. The NDP's Darrell 
Dexter called the move 
"extraordinarily bad pub¬ 
lic policy” and “a very dan¬ 
gerous proposal.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the premier 
already had a solution but 
didn't use it — HRM by 
Design. 

The By Design plan was 
years in the making and fi¬ 
nally completed earlier 
this year. It was sent to the 
legislature for approval, 
but the government never 
brought it up to debate 
before the session broke 
for the summer. 

Mayor Peter Kelly says if 
the government wants to 
get involved, it should 
pass HRM by Design. 

"If HRM by Design had 
already been approved, 
this project wouldn't even 
be on the books for dis¬ 
cussion because it would¬ 
n't have met that criteria,” 
said Kelly. 

The mayor said the gov¬ 
ernment should put time 
limits on appeals to the 
Utility and Review Board 
to speed up approvals. 

"Let's look at the 
processes in place, not 
override legislation be¬ 
cause one developer 
doesn't get his way on 
one issue," he said. 

MacDonald seemed to 
predict the conflict with 
his plan, and earlier in the 
day said he wouldn't be 
surprised if the opposi¬ 
tion parties let develop¬ 
ments slip away.

Teen charged

courts A 17-year-old has 
been charged with assault¬ 
ing two vice-principals and 
a teacher at Citadel High 
School Wednesday 
afternoon. 

The teen’s family 
brought him to Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police headquarters 
around 11 a.m. yesterday, 
Const. Jeff Carr said. He’s 
facing two counts of 
assault, one count of 
assaulting a vice-principal 
with a weapon — a metal 
thermos — and uttering 
threats. 

At 3:20 p.m. Wednesday, 
a suspended student came 
to the school’s administra¬ 
tion office and assaulted a 
vice-principal.

Waterside vote needs 
overturning: Premier

Rodney MacDonald says 
he’ll use the law to overturn 
Halifax Regional Council’s 
rejection of a downtown de¬ 
velopment. 

“If it does take legislation 
I’m prepared to go that far,” 
said the premier. 

“I’m not prepared to let 
millions of dollars of invest¬ 
ment go to waste. I’m not 
prepared to see jobs go by 
the wayside.” 

On Tuesday, council tied 9- 
9 on the Armour Group’s 
Waterside Centre, effectively 
killing the project. Now Mac¬ 
Donald says he plans to force 


the project ahead anyway. 

“You have a tie vote hold¬ 
ing up multimillion dollars 
of investment. That’s sim¬ 
ply not good enough. And 
at the end of the day the 
buck does stop with us, and 
we’re going to take the lead¬ 
ership necessaiy to deal 
with the situation,” he said. 

MacDonald said blocking 
the project hurts the whole 
province in tough economic 
times. He implied the deci¬ 
sion wasn’t legitimate be¬ 
cause several councillors 
weren’t able to vote, and the 
newly-elected councillors 
hadn’t taken their seats yet. 

Mayor Peter Kelly entirely 
rejected that argument, and 
said MacDonald had no

right to interfere in coun¬ 
cil’s decisions. 

“If one developer, be¬ 
cause he didn’t get his way, 
goes down to the province 
and asks for protection and 
change, that’s not due 
process. That’s not fair to 
the process,” said Kelly. 

Kelly said the vote was 
“purely legitimate.” He said 
some councillors were dis¬ 
qualified from voting be¬ 
cause they missed public 
hearing, and if they waited 


for the new councillors 
they’d have to start over 
from scratch. 

“The public spoke, coun¬ 
cil heard it, debated it and 
made their decision. If 
there’s change you’re tak¬ 
ing the public views out of 
the system and you’re basi¬ 
cally rubber-stamping proj¬ 
ects,” he said. 

Kelly also insisted Mac¬ 
Donald was falsely charac¬ 
terizing HRM as anti-devel¬ 
opment, when several other 
projects have been approved 
and are ready to go.

military The national de¬ 
fence minister says Cana¬ 
da’s new fleet of maritime 
helicopters should be in the 
air by 2011. 

The first Cyclone helicop¬ 
ter was originally supposed 
to be handed over to the 
Canadian Forces, but the $5 
billion project has run into 
roadblocks. 

National Defence Minister 
Peter MacKay said the delay 
is blamed on a strike at 
Sikorsky Aircraft Corp. and 
specification changes to al¬ 
low the helicopters remain 
longer in the air. He said his 
government and Sikorsky 
are still in negotiations over 
the cost of the changes, 
which weren’t in the origi¬ 
nal contract. 

“While that may mean 
some delays, we’re going to 
have a first-class maritime 
helicopter,” MacKay said. 

The minister said he 
hopes to have the new fleet 
sometime over the next 
two-and-a-half years. He 
said the contract includes 
built-in penalties, but 
wouldn’t say whether the 
government will use them. 

“We’re going to insist that 
we get them delivered as 
quickly as possible,” he said. 

“Clearly, we don’t want to 
see naval personnel flying 
antiquated 45-year-old heli¬ 
copters for much longer.” 

Canada is the first cus¬ 
tomer for the chopper, a 
military variant of a heli¬ 
copter used by civilian in¬ 
dustry.

EMPLOYMENT Canada’s min¬ 
ing sector will need an extra 
70,000 new workers over the 
next 10 years to meet the in¬ 
dustry's projected growth 
needs, says a new Ernst & 
Young report. In Canada, 40 
per cent of the industry's 
workforce will retire by 2014, 
and staff turnover is also very 
high. According to the report, 
the demand for technical tal¬ 
ent such as engineers, metal¬ 
lurgists and geoscientists is 
greater than ever, yet the pool 
of graduates from universities 
with the right skill set is insuf¬ 
ficient.

N.S. murder rates 
tops in Maritimes

Knowing they helped feed 
about 400,000 starving 
people, the crew of the 
HMCS Ville de Quebec left 
the coast of Somalia 
yesterday. 

Since August, the Hali¬ 
fax-based ship has been es¬ 
corting World Food Pro¬ 
gramme supply ships. 
Food shipments were in 
danger of halting altogeth¬ 
er because of frequent and 
viscous pirate attacks. 

Their escort mission end¬ 
ed yesterday as the Dutch 
took over and the Ville de 
Quebec resumed its NATO 
duties. 

“It’s been a really feel¬ 
good mission for the guys 
despite a little bit of threat 
here,” said Commander 
Chris Dickinson, com¬ 
manding officer of the 
Ville de Quebec. 

As they sailed out of the 
area yesterday, they passed 
at least a half-dozen ships 
being held hostage by pi¬ 
rates for millions of dol¬ 
lars. 

“It’s pretty hard to un¬ 
derstand as a Canadian be¬ 
cause people have this vi¬ 
sion of Pirates of the 
Caribbean and it’s not. It’s 
deadly serious,” Dickinson 
said in a phone interview. 

There was only one close 
call for the Ville de Quebec. 


Generally pirates don’t 
want to tangle with war¬ 
ships and stay away, said 
Dickinson. But one day ear¬ 
lier this month, pirates at¬ 
tacked a nearby food sup¬ 
ply ship. 

“We were close enough 
in that case to head back at 
high speed and use our 
helicopter to get involved 
in that attack,” he said. 

“We escorted her back 
into Kenyan waters and in¬ 


to Mombasa.” 

Over 3.2 million Somalis 
need food aid and 90 per 
cent of it arrives by sea. 
The Ville de Quebec escort¬ 
ed 10 ships since August, 
carrying a total of 36,200 
tonnes of food. That’s 
enough to feed 400,000 
people. 

There’s no doubt the 
crew felt good about their 
mission, Dickinson said. 

“The third biggest con¬ 


tributor to the World Food 
Programme is Canada so 
for us as Canadians on 
board the ship it’s protect¬ 
ing your own food,” he 
said. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay said yesterday the 
HMCS Ville de Quebec was 
literally saving lives be¬ 
cause of the famine. 

The Ville de Quebec will 
return to Halifax in De¬ 
cember.

A homicide report was re¬ 
leased by Statistics Canana- 
da yesterday. Nova Scotia, 
with 13 murders last year, 
has a higher rate than Que¬ 
bec, New Brunswick, New¬ 
foundland, and P.E.I. (which 
had a murder rate of zero 
last year). 

“We have the highest 
population of the Mar¬ 
itime provinces and plus 
we have the largest city as 
well,” said Const. Jeff Carr 
with the Halifax Regional 
Police, who wasn’t sur¬ 
prised at the province’s 
placement. 

Seven of those homi¬ 
cides happened in the 
HRM, including the mur¬ 
ders of two men in May. 
Michael Paul Knott and 
Trevor Brewster were 
found murdered. Dart¬ 
mouth’s Glen Race was 
charged in connection 
with the crimes. He was ar¬ 
rested near the Mexico 
border and was convicted 
of another murder in New 
York. He is currently await¬ 
ing sentencing. 

The Canadian murder 
rate is still dropping, but 
the use of handguns in 
murders has risen. Last 
year, handguns were used

in two-thirds of firearm 
homicides. 

That trend doesn’t ap¬ 
pear to be manifesting in 
the HRM. 

“I don’t believe there 
has been an increase in 
firearm-related offences in 
the past year,” Carr said. 

Out of the seven mur¬ 
ders last year, two in¬ 
volved firearms and of the 
seven so far this year, only 
one was gun-related. 

In an interesting statisti¬ 
cal tidbit, Statistics Canada 
reported over 80 per cent 
of victims of solved mur¬ 
ders knew their killers. 
But male victims are most 
likely to be killed by an ac¬ 
quaintance and women 
are most likely to be mur¬ 
dered by their spouse. 

Carr said in Halifax 
more than 80 per cent of 
murder victims knew their 
attackers. 

“If it’s not 100 per cent, 
it’s likely close. There have 
been a few random ones 
over the year but very 
few,” he said.

The Transportation De¬ 
partment issued a request 
for proposals for a feasibili¬ 
ty study to create a trans¬ 
portation corridor running 
from Halterm container 
terminal to outside the 
downtown yesterday.

The province says creat¬ 
ing such a corridor would

goods in North America. 

Angus Maclsaac, the min¬ 
ister responsible for Atlantic 
Gateway, said this will in¬ 
crease the competitiveness 
of the Port of Halifax. 

The province is asking 
companies to look at cost, 
environmental benefits, 
economic impact, and po¬ 
tential to enhance public 
transit and trails for cy¬ 
clists and pedestrians. 

The study is expected to 
be complete in early 2009. 

The deadline for submis¬ 
sions is Nov. 14. The re¬ 
quest for proposals is on¬ 
line at www.nscorridor.ca.

The couple, who had 
been in a relationship, 
were having difficulties at 
the time, and Moore re¬ 
portedly started the fire in 
an attached garage with 
gasoline at a point in the 
day when he knew no one 
would be home. 

“It’s only fortunate no¬ 
body was actually physical¬ 


ly harmed when he decid¬ 
ed to set fire to the resi¬ 
dence that was shared by 
Mills and her children,” 
Crown attorney Allison 
Brown said, during the 
joint-recommendation sen¬ 
tencing. 

Moore was also ordered 
to pay more than $3,800 in 
restitution for damage 
caused by the fire to a 
neighbouring home. 

His two-year federal sen¬ 
tence included nine 
months of credit for time 
served while waiting out 
the court process. 

“Woo-hoo, I’m a federal 
prisoner,” he was heard 
joking to Sheriff’s deputies 
while being led to a hold¬ 
ing cell outside the court¬ 
room.

Doctor recalls mine descent 


Fifty years ago, and 13,000 
feet underground, Harold 
Brine wondered if he 
would ever see his young 
family again. 

Brine was one of 12 min¬ 
ers trapped in a small pock¬ 
et inside the No. 2 
coalmine in Springhill, af¬ 
ter the devastating Oct. 23, 
1958, upheaval known as 
the “bump” trapped 167 
working men. Seventy-five 
died. 

As the days rolled on, 
food ran out and their 
lamps died, and Brine’s 
thoughts turned to his fam¬ 
ily above. 

Would he be remem¬ 
bered? 

“I don’t remember any¬ 
thing about the bump. I 
was two-and-a-half (years 
old) then,” Bonnie Cole, 
Brine’s daughter, said yes¬ 
terday. She spoke as town 
residents unveiled a plaque 
that commemorates the 
event on its 50th anniver¬ 
sary. 


“Dad always said he 
thought down there if his 
daughter would remember 
him. 

Yesterday, residents re¬ 
membered those who went 
back underground to res¬ 
cue the living, and the vol¬ 
unteers who tended to the 
injured, the bereaved and 
the needy. 


“What those guys did 
was wonderful,” Brine said 
in front of where the No. 2 
colliery once stood. “We 
were trapped in a little 
hole and they didn’t give 
up.” 

Families, survivors, min¬ 
ers and friends stood 
against a biting cold wind 
yesterday to witness the 


tragic anniversary and re¬ 
member the tales of loss 
and courage. 

Bill Kempt, whose father 
Gorley was trapped shoul- 
der-to-shoulder with Brine 
in the No. 2, said it was a 
miracle when his father 
was found alive, but the joy 
was overshadowed by 
mixed emotions. 


• It may have been 50 years 
ago, but Dr. Arnold Burden 
can still remember when the 
grounds in Springhill shook. 

“I was in my office at the 
time," said Burden, 86 . "It was 
about 8:10 p.m. and the whole 
town shook. It reminded me 
of a fighter-bomber dropping 
three bombs that went off in a 
fraction of a second ... bang, 
bang, bang. 

“We knew instantly it was a 
bump, and we knew it was a 
bad one." 

While his two medical part¬ 
ners went to the hospital to 
treat the patients as they came 
in, Burden went to the mines 
and, by 9 p.m., he was head¬ 
ing underground. 

On his way down, Burden 


“I realized I was standing 
with a lot of people who 
were finding out their (fa¬ 
thers) were dead,” Kempt 
said. 

“Dad was very grateful to 
survive and be saved, but 
there was guilt to his own 
good fortune.” 

Springhill exhibited an 
act of heroism that day, 
Kempt said, but many of 
the men and volunteers 
who sprung into action 
have played down their 


said all the safety lamps went 
out, leaving very little light, 
but the rescuers kept on going 
down the back slope. 

“At the bottom of the mine, 
we started into one of the lev¬ 
els and came across a dead 
man with his head crushed,” 
he said. 

The next survivor Burden 
and the other rescuers came 
across was completely covered 
in coal, says Burden, “except 
one side of his face and one 
shoulder." 

By 11 a.m., three men were 
found and rescued. 

"I didn't realize it at the 
time, but I had been 19 hours 
without any food or water, 
and 29 hours without any 

sleep." AMHERST DAILY NEWS

water in this community 
“will be a nice Christmas 
present.” 

The chair of the Or¬ 
angedale Water Society said 
Wednesday that after years 
of waiting, this rural Inver¬ 
ness County community 
should have clean water 
flowing through to house¬ 
hold taps by mid-November. 

Most residents travel to 
Iron Mines, six kilometres 
away, to fill jugs with un¬ 
treated spring water which 
they use for drinking and 
cooking. Gypsum deposits 
in the area prevent most 
residents from using pri¬ 
vate wells as sources of 


drinking water. 

Orangedale’s poor-quality 
water has resulted in ex¬ 
tended boil orders due to 
persistently high bacteria 
counts and skin irritations. 
In 2006, one 33-year resi¬ 
dent told the Cape Breton 
Post that Orangedale water 
has always been so bad that 
he has never so much as 
used it to brush his teeth. 

Work on the project be¬ 
gan in September 2006 and 
officials had hoped to wrap 
up construction of a new 
water treatment system by 
the following spring. A five- 
lcilometre water line has 
been laid, running from the 
water source at Iron Mines 
to Orangedale.

Twisting in the wind 

We have a special place for failure in Canadian politics

-he veiy brief rise 
and fall of 
Stephane Dion as 
leader of the Liber¬ 
al party will be a 
footnote in Canadian histo¬ 
ry, but it’s just the latest 
chapter in a much longer 
political narrative — the 
central place of failure in 
every political career. 

“I failed,” Dion said suc¬ 
cinctly this week, after an¬ 
nouncing that he would 
step down as party leader 
as soon as a successor was 
chosen, though he remains 
in denial about the place 
his Green Shift plan had in 
ensuring that defeat. The 
party apparently won’t be 
convening to select a 
leader until the spring, 
however, which gives Dion 


a long time to twist in the 
wind.

tee the end of 
a career; 13 
years after 
the inglorious 
end of the on¬ 
ly NDP gov¬ 
ernment in 
Ontario histo¬ 
iy, former 
premier Bob 
Rae has failed 
upward into 
federal parlia¬ 
ment, to only 
a heartbeat 
away from 
Dion’s job. 
Making 


sense of politics requires 
creating a narrative out of 
the usually dispiriting facts 
of political life, so failure is 
essential if we’re going to 
tiy to frame a politician’s 
life in the grander form of 
tragedy. Richard Nixon’s 
career is a perfect model — 
ambition and compromise, 


failure then triumph, fol¬ 
lowed by an even greater 
failure and disgrace. It’s no 
surprise that the best biog¬ 
raphy of the man — Gariy 
Wills’ Nixon Agonistes — 
describes him in the lan¬ 
guage of Greek tragedy, 
while even Oliver Stone’s 
film bio, recently reissued 
on DVD, adheres to the 
same trajectoiy despite the 
filmmaker’s obvious dis¬ 
taste for his subject. 

Of course, not eveiy 
politician is allowed to buff 
their failure into some¬ 
thing nearly noble through 
tragedy — despite the al¬ 
most constant controversy 
of his two terms in office, 
it’s hard to call Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s career tragedy; bed¬ 
room farce is more apt. As 
for Dion, his moment in 
the national spotlight was 
too brief to invoke tragedy, 
and even from a slight re¬ 
move it might best be de¬ 
scribed as a pratfall.

The program, an¬ 
nounced Oct. 10, is meant 
to help domestic banks 
free up cash for lending, as 
their costs have risen in 
world credit markets. 

In the $ 7-billion reverse 
auction, Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. said the 
high yield accepted on five- 
year securities was 4.301 
per cent and the low yield 
was 3.814 per cent, which 
is a narrower range than 
was seen in the first opera¬ 
tion a week ago. 


When Ottawa conducted 
its first purchase last week, 
it bought $5 billion of 
mortgage securities at an 
average yield of 4.241 per 
cent. 

“The spread narrowing 
(between high and low 
yields) suggests that the 
auction process is becom¬ 
ing more efficient,” said 
Mark Chandler, a fixed in¬ 
come strategist at RBC 
Capital Markets. 

It could also suggest that 
fewer firms needed to rely 
on the program as much as 
they did in the first auc¬ 
tion, he added.

Crisis a big 
opportunity 
to acquire 


Companies in sectors as 
diverse as fertilizer, phar¬ 
maceuticals and steel 
have one thing in 
common: They view the 
financial market turmoil 
as opening up acquisition 
opportunities. 

Companies with strong 
balance sheets and the lux¬ 
ury of cash may pursue ac¬ 
quisitions even though 
most dealmaking has been 
frozen by the lack of fund¬ 
ing available in the credit 
markets. 

Overall, the volume of 
mergers and acquisitions 
has dropped 24.7 per cent 
so far this year worldwide, 
according to Thomson 
Reuters data. 

Many of the recent deals 
forged amid the credit cri¬ 
sis were done under duress 
or timed to help ailing 
companies, such as the 
takeover of Bear Stearns 
by JP Morgan Chase and a 
planned takeover of Wa¬ 
chovia by Wells Fargo.

David Haclcl was nicely set 
up to take over the direc¬ 
tor’s chair on the fifth film 
of the Saw franchise after 
being production designer 
on its three predecessors, 
and second unit director 
on the last two. 

The new film arrives in 
theatres today virtually un¬ 
seen, and so far the only 
thing we can say for sure is 
that the Jigsaw Killer, the 
villain of the first three 
films, was definitely dead 
in the fourth, but there are 
no assurances that he’s 
gone. 

Such is the world of the 
Saw films, begun four 
years ago by director James 
Wan, a place where reality 
is a slippeiy as morality, 
and the only thing you can 
be sure of is that a lot of 
people will die horribly by 
the time the credits roll. 
Along with Eli Roth’s Hos¬ 
tel and a host of films from 
Japan and Korea, the Saw 
franchise is credited with 


upping the ante on horror, 
and even taking it well 
past the point where some 
of its fans, as much enam¬ 
oured with its kitsch value 
as the gore, felt comfort¬ 
able. 

“You can even see that 
the censor board approves 
things that would never 
have been approved even 
five years ago,” Haclcl says. 
“Partly due to things like 
the Saw franchise, Quentin 
Tarantino’s films, Eli 
Roth’s films, and I think 
that with the media nowa¬ 
days we’ve become veiy 
desensitized to violence. 

“I don’t think there’s 
veiy many people who’ve 
seen it that can forget the 
image of a monk lighting 
himself on fire, all those 
years ago, but when you 
think about when that hap¬ 
pened — that was in the 
’60s, and yet that was on 
the news, and I think the 
news and their portrayal of 
the real world has changed 
so much, and people can 
take a whole lot more. 

“I think that we’re will¬ 
ing to accept a lot more 
visually now.”

Filmmaker Gavin O’Con¬ 
nor (Miracle) better hope 
that fans of this summer’s 
blockbuster The Incredible 
Hulk follow its lead actor 
Edward Norton over to his 
new film, Pride and Glory. 

Unfortunately, I serious¬ 
ly doubt most fanboys care 
much for a melodrama 
about a family of cops. Be¬ 
sides, there have been 
more flicks made about 
corrupt New York City 
cops than Dunkin’ has 
doughnuts. 

In this one, Norton stars 
as Ray Tierney, a trauma¬ 
tized detective who re¬ 
turns to the force at the 
urging of his police chief 
father (Jon Voight) to inves¬ 
tigate the mysterious mur¬ 
der of four of NYPD’s 


finest. Soon, Ray begins to 
discover his respected old¬ 
er brother (Noah Em¬ 
merich) and unrestrained 
brother-in-law (Colin Far¬ 
rell) may be involved in a 
deep-rooted scandal. 

Exploring themes of loy¬ 
alty and integrity, Ray is 
torn between his close-knit 
family and the NYPD, 
forced to confront his own 
pained morality. 


It’s definitely a good 
thing Norton stars in the 
film. He’s well cast and 
provides the perfect subtle 
intensity to the struggling 
detective. 

In fact, the entire cast is 
mostly as excellent as they 
should be given the mate¬ 
rial, rich with detail and 
character. 

This drama’s dialogue 
may be its prime potency, 


but it’s also a drawback — 
at more than two hours 
long, the flick becomes a 
bit too tiresome. 

With powerful perform¬ 
ances, a dark and melan¬ 
cholic tone, and a climac¬ 
tic fight scene that delivers 
the punches with, well, a 
punch, Pride and Glory 
may be all too familiar but 
it’s a respectably intense 
ride nonetheless.

“When I was younger, 
you had to struggle to get 
your hands on adult mate¬ 
rial,” said Kevin Smith, 
writer/director of Zack and 
Miri Make a Porno. “You ac¬ 
tually had to leave your 
house and go somewhere. 
Now, you can just flip open 
your laptop and you have 
at a keystroke, at your fin¬ 
gertips, any number of sex¬ 
ual scenarios ... 

“To me, once it’s in your 
home, that’s mainstream, 
man. Even though the 
computer is the device that 
conveys it, it’s just as com¬ 
monplace now as the re¬ 
frigerator or the mi¬ 
crowave.” 

The mainstreaming of 
pornography is one of the 
issues Smith addresses in 
his raunchy romantic com¬ 
edy about Zack (Seth Ro¬ 
gen) and Miri (Elizabeth 
Banks). It hits theatres next 
Friday. 

“Sex obviously is used to 
sell any number of things 
in this culture,” Smith said 
in an interview during the 


Toronto International Film 
Festival. “And porn sex, I 
think is about as widely ac¬ 
cepted as it can be in a 
countiy like ours down 
south that is still a bit puri¬ 
tanical with its attitudes 
toward sex.” 

Smith’s own feelings 
about living in a porn-at-a- 
lceystrolce society are 
shaped by the fact he has a 
nine-year-old daughter. 

“At the end of the day, 
when my kid is old enough 
and curious enough, she’ll 
be able to look something 
up online that I never was 
able to do when I was 
younger,” Smith said. 

“Does that unnerve me? I 
don’t know. I hope we just 
raise her well enough to be 
like, ‘Look, just understand 
this is not what sex truly is. 
This is a representation of 


sex and as such, they take 
certain liberties.’” 

A lack of money is cen¬ 
tral to Zack and Miri’s deci¬ 
sion to have sex on camera. 
They’re two people playing 
by the rules, but they can’t 
get ahead financially — 
just like a lot of people 
these days. 

“When I was writing it, 
we weren’t really in the 
throes of a really wealc-ass 
economy,” said Smith. “But 
now, by the time the 
movie’s done and coming 
out, the economy is in the 
toilet. And suddenly, the 
movie seems very plausi¬ 
ble. Whereas before, it was 
just like, ‘Wow, what a 
whimsy this is.’ 

“But now, it’s just like, 
‘Hey man — for a quick 
buck ... maybe.’ I kind of 
like that.”

Gerard Butler has one 
thing he wants you to 
know about his latest 
movie, RocknRolla: “It’s 
not brain surgery; it’s not 
going to change people’s 
lives, but it is really fun.”

Written and directed by 
Guy Ritchie (Snatch), the 


drama stars Butler as a 
small-time crook that gets 
caught up in a twisted, 
labyrinthine real estate 
scam that pits him against 
a maniacal mobster, inde¬ 
structible Russian hit men 
and a buddy who surpris¬ 
ingly comes out of the clos¬ 
et. 

“If you were really to 
truthfully look in our eyes 
— most of the cast mem¬ 
bers — then you’d go ‘these 
guys are having a lot of fun 
doing this,”’ admits Butler. 
“I like it when people (see 
that) because that is what 
we want people to see — a 
movie that they have fun 
watching, but also that 
they can see eveiybody had 
fun making.”

Once it’s out there, there’s 
no turning back — and 
that’s a good thing for Se¬ 
bastien Grainger & the 
Mountains. 

The band has been tour¬ 
ing extensively for the past 
two years with, as Grainger 
says, “very little material 
out there.” That changed 
this week when the debut 
album Sebastien Grainger 
& the Mountains was final¬ 
ly released. 

“I’m excited just for the 
people to have the songs 
in their heads,” said 
Grainger, former drum¬ 
mer/vocalist of dance- 
punlc duo Death From 
Above 1979, “and for 
when we go out to play 
them, for people to know 
what we’re doing and 
know what the songs are 
... But it has been a special 
trajectory to have the op¬ 
portunity to play for a sub¬ 
stantial amount of people 
without having that ad¬ 
vantage. It’s going to be in¬ 
teresting to see what the 
next phase is once people 
know the record.” 

The self-titled debut is 
Grainger’s first full-length 
release since Death From 


Above 1979’s gold-selling 
album You’re a Woman, 
I’m a Machine, which was 
released four years ago. Se¬ 


bastien Grainger & the 
Mountains is less aggres¬ 
sive (not necessarily softer) 
than DFA79, more person¬ 


al and with more precise 
hooks. 

It is also pretty well 
Grainger’s solo project. He 


intended the album to be a 
band record, but... 

“As I was going through 
the process of recording, I 
found myself having trou¬ 
ble communicating exactly 
what my ideas were,” he 
said. “Given the fact that 
I’m able to play the instru¬ 
ments on the record, I just 
decided it would be easier 
to just do it myself most of 
the time.” 

But taking charge 
doesn’t mean taking over 
completely. Grainger says 
he took a “carefree ap¬ 
proach to certain parts of 
the record.” Sometimes, 
less than perfect was just 
perfect. 

“I was like, ‘You know 
what? ... I could keep re¬ 
recording these parts and 
get them perfect,’ but I 
was losing the spontaneity 
and the humanity of the 
thing,” Grainger said. “So 
what ended up happening 
is, I would commit to takes 
and performances. I would 


listen to it from an out¬ 
sider’s perspective, or try 
to listen to it from an ob¬ 
jective place. 

“As a result, it’s a live- 
sounding record, a record 
that has this humanity.” 

Next up, taking the 
record live. Grainger has 
scheduled U.S., Canadian 
and European dates in the 
months ahead. 

“I really feel like this 
record will find its audi¬ 
ence, regardless of what 
publicity’s done for it,” 
Grainger said. “I think the 
people that need to hear it 
— or should hear it — will 
eventually hear it.”

gle glass all night. I’m not 
sure if the waitresses made 
the distinction with us. 

I have no idea how many 
weeks I spent watching 
Teenage Head from our 
usual table to the right of 
the stage. We were 
awestruck. First, they were 
from Toronto. Second, we 
had heard about the infa¬ 
mous Last Pogo (a rumble 
at Toronto’s Horseshoe 
Tavern). Third, they had 
caused a riot at Ontario 
Place. And fourth, we were 
never really sure what 
singer Frankie Venom was 
going to do. 

The Head looked and felt 
dangerous. Frankie refused 
to take any crap from any 
of the students, bums or 
wannabes that might 
stumble in on a Wednes¬ 
day night in Februaiy. He 
had no trouble coming 
off the stage in the mid¬ 
dle of a song to discuss 
things with a heckler. You 


wanted 
rock ‘n’ 
roll the¬ 
atre and 
beer for a 
buck a 
glass? Then 
you needed to 
go to the BK 
when 
Teenage 
Head 


town. 

To think that 
the band was 
still playing live 
30 years on was 
simpy amazing. 
And the fact 
that Frankie 
died young 
— either 
51 or 52, 
depend¬ 
ing 


on who you talk to — was¬ 
n’t necessarily a surprise. 
The shock was that it was 
something as mundane as 
cancer. 

Like the Ramones, recog¬ 
nition for Teenage Head’s 
influence came late. The 
surviving members will be 
feted with a special Life¬ 
time Achievement Award 
at the Hamilton Music 
Awards next month. And if 
we ever get around to 
building a proper rock ‘n’ 
roll hall of fame in this 
country, Teenage Head 
should be among the first 
inductees. 

By the way, the Black 
Knight is long gone. Last 
time I drove past, I think it 
was a co-operative strip 
club (“The club owned by 
strippers for strippers”— 
or something like that). 
But that’s OK. The place 
stopped being special for 
me when Teenage Head no 
longer played there.

Brussels Sprouts with 
Caramelized Onions 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) Brussels sprouts, 
trimmed and halved. 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 

1 medium white onion, halved 
lengthwise and sliced 
1 medium red onion, halved 
lengthwise and sliced 
1 tbsp (15 mL) fresh thyme, 
chopped, or 1 tsp (5 mL) dried 
thyme 

V2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

1 tbsp (15 mL) white balsamic
